“This leavea matters precinely as  they
wers before Shields hegan his proceedings,'
but an attorney wstanding near, quick'y
added: “Except that Dunn has gotten hias
Ittle notoriety out of It and will doubtless
pose as a succesnful champlon of law and
order. It's about am thin a flasco ae I
ever saw or hoard of. Dunm is the prize
grandatand player.”

City Attorney Murdoch was In eourt
pome time before Dunn arrived and when
the deputy 4id arrive the matter was dis-
posed of In a very few minutes. The Bouth
Omahan Informed the court that Briggs
was perfectly willing the writ should is-
sue, so the judge signed it and It went to
the filing box.

arrested all pernons engaged in keeplng or
epernting gambling fAxtures or devices of
any kind, pame or nature whalsoever,
adapted, devised and deslgned for playing
games of chance for money or other prop-
efty of walue, and that he arrest or causs
to be nrrested forthwith all persons engaged
in setting up, keeping, malntalning or op-
erating any gambiing device, machine or
fixture of any name or nature whalsoever
edapted, Aevised, dealgned, Intended or used
for the purpose of playing games of chanoca
for money or any property of value within
the said ity of South Omaha, and that he
Arrest or oause to be arrested any and all
peraons charged, informed or complained
agalost for any of the thinge above named.”

Two weeks ago she came to Omaha from
Chicago and purchased s lot In the Proas-
pect Hill cemeotery. She then called upon
A marble firm and ordered a monument to
be erected as moon as possible. Jt is the
engraviogs and inscription om this monu-
ment that leads to the bellef that some
time in the life of this woman there has
beenn & romance.
